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2. CHINA: THE WORLD REACTS 

CHINA'S EXTENSIVE INTERNATIONAL NETWORK OF POLITICAL AND 
ECONOMIC TIES, DEVELOPED OVER THE PAST DECADE, HAS BEEN 
DAMAGED. THE ALMOST UNIVERSAL REVULSION TO THE 
SUPPRESSION OF THE PRO-DEMOCRACY MOVEMENT AND THE ENSUING 
PURGE WILL MAKE IT DIFFICULT FOR BEIJING TO BEGIN AN 
EFFECTIVE SALVAGE OPERATION. MANY COUNTRIES, INCLUDING

WESTERN COUNTRIES, TOGETHER AND INDIVIDUALLY, HAVE BACKED

MANY OF CHINA'S LARGEST TRADING PARTNERS ARE SUSPENDING 
DEVELOPMENT AID, CREDITS, AND SOFT LOANS WORTH SEVERAL 
HUNDRED MILLION DOLLARS. A SLOWDOWN IS ALREADY EVIDENT IN 
SOUTH KOREAN-PRC JOINT VENTURES. THERE IS WIDESPREAD
